How Uncle Sau» Has Been Robbed by In- 


genious Italians and Poles. 


The United States sub-treasury offi- 


cials of this city are greatly annoyed at 
present by tho amount of light weight 
gold coin that fe coming into their cof- 
fers. The gold is all short in value, and 
though there fs no apparent difference in 
the size of "the various piece* or their 
weight to the unpracticed 
observer, 


many of them have been reduced one- 
third of their value. 


Tno officials do not hesitate to accuse 


persons of robbing the government by 
reducing the -weight of tho coin,- and the 
government has even gone so for as to 
take steps to i. top the robbery. Assistant 
Treasurer Robertsrsaid that many of the 
$5 gold pieces were fifty cents short, and 
some of the $10 pieces were -worth only 
$9.23. The $1 coins did not suffer much, 
because it would hardly pay to bother 
with them. 


In every case that hifl attention! had 


been called to the face of the coin had 
not been -worn or mutilated. The figures 
and designs presented lines as sharp as 
new ones, and the milling hadn't been 
disturbed. These coins were, however, 
all short from twenty-five to fifty cents 
m value. These facts have, caused the 
officials to think that there are persons 
at work in the city who are making a 
regular business of defraoding.the goV* 
eminent. 


The gold in- these cases "has toeen re- 


moved from the 'coin iby means of & 
chemical process, which does not appear 
to affect the general appearance! of the 
money. 


An old treasury official, in speaking of 


the fraud, gave me some interesting 
facts concerning this species of robbery.

gold off coins,," said he,-"hut the two

used, and in the 'sweating' process. The 
latter is most in vogue among Polish 
Jews and Italians, who make a regular 
business of it, 


"In the first place they secure a stout 


canvas bag and. fill it about half full of 
gold coins. The top of the bag is tied, 
and then the coins are shaken together 
for hours at a time. The friction of one 
com rubbing against the other wears off 
considerable gold, and it is deposited at 
,he bottom of the bag. Each time $200 
worth of gold coin is treated to the 
sweating' process the Italian will prob- 
ably secure $30 worth of dust. The 
coins when taken out lopksomewhat old 
—as if they had been in circulation a 
ong timo—bat they will always be ac- 
cepted by persons not used to handling 
money. 


To a person familiar with the frauds, 


however, it is always easy to detect a 
coin that has been treated to a 'sweat.' 
The Italian will always take new coin 
for the purpose, and if a person will only 
stop to think he can also detect a light 
coin. The gold does not wear off as 
rapidly as is generally supposed in ordi- 
nary circulation. Therefore when a per- 
son finds a com which from its date is 
only two or three years old, that has a 
very worn appearance, it has undoubted- 
ly been treated to a 'sweat.' These 
coins will always be found short weight, 
and people will save money if they 
watch the date and condition of the 
pieces they receive. 


"The process of removing gold by an 


acid bath is now resorted to more gen- 
erally than the old sweating system, as| 
it is harder to detect the shortage in the 
coins. On 'sweated' coin the figures and 
milling are worn, while on the others 
the designs are not at all injured. To 
detect shortage in the latter coin -weigh 
them."—New York Herald.

TELLER ON SILVER. 


Smiling at Sherman's Prophecy—Why 


Presidential Aspirants Oppose Free 
Coinage. 
Senator Teller of Colorado in an inter- 


view at Chicago said: 


"Not five men in one hundred have ever 


studied the silver question. And to listen 
to some men in the East, accredited finan- 
ciers, talk is enough to drive one acquainted 
with the question wild with exasperation. 
In 1878, when the Bland bill providing for 
the monthly coinage of $2,000,000 was 
passed, Senator Sherman prophesied that 
gold would be driven from the country, 
•possibly not before $50,000,000 had been 
coined, but certainly then,'he said. Later 
he raised the limit of safety to $100,000,- 
000- Then be knew that gold would be no 
more. 


"How much truth was there in his 


prophecy?" 
The Senator smiled as he 


asked the question. "To-day we have over 
$400,000,000 coined, and our stock of gold 
is $700,000,000— an amount greater than 
we ever had." 


"How do you account, Senator, for such 


men as Sherman, men of undoubted intel- 
ligence and long study, so strongly oppos- 
ing what yon and others believe will be so 
beneficial?" 


"Men with Presidential ambitions be- 


lieve it fatal to run counter to the wish of 
Wall street. To conciliate that thorough- 
fare is, in their minds, absolutely neces- 
sary to quiet the buzzing of the bee within 
their bonnets. 
And they are perhaps 


right. 
Walt street, with a contribution of 


$1,000,000, exerts a most potent influence 
in the world of politics. Immense sums 
were raised during the last Presidential 
campaign. But they 'were not .raised for 
educational purposes. And yet the volume 
et business done in Wall street is scarce a 
tithe to the amount transacted in the 
country. It is the small amounts of $10 
and under that tower above it.

of the country. And to enable snob trans- 
actions to be made without impediment, 
an immense amount of currency is needed, 
The demand 'is growing all the time, but 
the gold product of America is not large 
enough to supply it."

Tho Cause of the Kvll. 
The kitchen and nursery versus the 


factory and store question has long en- 
gaged the attention of women who are 
devoting their lives to the improvement 
of the material condition of their sisters. 
In other words, those philanthropic per- 
sona ore •wondering whether, after all, 
the working woman has done a wise 
thing by leaving the sphere which was 
peculiarly her own, with different sur- 
roundings, since the days of Adam, and 
invading the occupations which are, by 
their nature, adapted to men. 


Some opinions on this subject have re- 


cently been given. They came from wo- 
men who thoroughly understand the ex- 
isting conditions of life, and their ex- 
pressions were echoes which are heard 
everywhere nowadays. Tho best friends, 
male and female, of the working women 
are asking tho samo question—"Why do 
women put themselves under circum- 
stances where they may be led to starva- 
tion or shame when they can readily 
avoid both by remaining within their 
natural sphere? 


The answer given by a leader of the 


working women is the only one that cov- 
ers the question in many cases. It is the 
"lady craze." The "saleslady" and the 
"factory lady" have an ambition to 
eclipse the wives and daughters of their 
employers in the matter of dress, and 
they see nothing absurd in carrying out 
their purpose. And tho community seems 
to agree with them. 


WAGES IN TWO LINES OP WOKK. 


Careful observers say that in this mat- 


ter the girls act just the same as the 
young men of the day who crowd one an- 
other for clerkships, etc., whose pay is 
$1 or $5 a week, rather than learn a trade 
in which they can earn three or four 
times that much. The puny little clerk 
and the pale, unhealthy "saleslady" think 
they are gentlemen and ladies and would 
be horrified if any one offered to intro- 
duce them to the rosy, healthy servant 
girl who has an account at the bank, or 
to the robust mechanic who can produce 
a larger roll of bills on Saturday evening. 


The "lady" who sells handkerchiefs 


and toilet boxes during tho day for an 
income of fifty cents is the other half of 
the "gentleman" who sells cuffo and col- 
lars for sixty or seventy cents a day. 
They are the natural product of the new 
American lady and gentleman craze, and 
they never realize just what it means un- 
less they get married. Then the "gentle- 
man" clerk wishes he had mated with a 
girl in domestic service who knew how 
to cook and who had a little money laid 
by; and the "lady" regrets that she did 
not devote her smiles to a mechanic who 
could support her. The police courts and 
the divorce courts give the culminations 
of these stories every day in tho year. 


But the purpose of this article is to 


give further particulars that enter into 
the contrast between the women in do- 
mestic service and those who have flooded 
men's occupations. 
According to the 


most accurate statistics obtainable, the 
wages of servants in this city average, at 
the lowest estimate, $15 a,month, besides 
board, lodging and in many cases all the 
clothing needed. Perhaps f3.50 a week 
might be fixed as the average money com- 
pensation of all the women in domestic 
service. 


Now, according to the statement of 


Miss Ida Van Etten, Mrs. Creagh and 
Miss Foster, the average wages of work- 
ing women in stores and factories is, at 
the highest estimate, $4 a week. 


A COMPARISON. 


That is a half dollar difference in 


wages, and that half dollar represents, 
in a comparison, the board, lodging,etc., 
of the servants. Of course, no woman 
can live on fifty cents a week. It takes 
her whole $4 to pay for board and lodg- 
ings if she gives anything liko proper 
nourishment to her body. So it amounts 
to ju&t this: At the end of a week the 
servant has $3.50 to lay by, while the 
"salebliuly" has not a penny

expired. But even if she is allowed; to 
remain there till she gets well, she re- 
sumes her work with her trunk tinder 
bondage to the landlady, and with a, 
to her, heavy debt staring her in the 
face. 
Is it any wonder that many a 


naturally good girl seeks escape from 
such troubles in the concert halls? 


And is it any wonder that the comfort- 


able servant girl generally ends her 
career of working for others by marry- 
ing an honest man and settling down in 
a comfortable home.—New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser.
